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Key Themes in Data

Surrounding Suicides by Youth

11/12/2020

In Texas, suicides by youth (under age 18) have significantly
increased over the last decade.

Between FY2011 and FY2018, the number of suicides increased
by 77 percent.

The majority of suicides are not reported/investigated by DFPS.
Of those that are reported to DFPS for investigation, 8% have
been confirmed to involve abuse or neglect in the suicide. This is
often either a direct result of the abuse or neglect or that the
parent/caregiver knew that the youth had suicidal ideations and
did not seek medical care to address the concern.

DSHS has released focused information on suicides for youth
(less than 25 years old) that demonstrates that at both the state
and national level, there has been an overall increase in
suicides.
